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"Short courses" in photo-journalism have grown greatly in popularity since 
the first such course was eStablished 1l years ago at Kent State University 
in Ohio. Now, in conjunction with Encyclopedia Britannica, Inc., the Nat- 
ional Press Photographers' Association is developing a national program 
for the furtherance of such activities. Britannica has set up a revolving 
fund from which N.P.P.A. can draw to finance such courses, region by region. 
Three will start this year\and more will follow in the future, the ultimate 
goal being to have at least one such course available annually to any press 
photographer in the nation within reasonable auto driving distance. Each 
course features about 20 to 25 lectures and demonstrations over a three-day 
period, with evenings devoted to "bull sessions" during which all attending 
can exchange ideas and hash out problems. The host university makes living 
accommodations and meals available at nominal cost. Registration fees, 
also nominal, go to Britannica to reimburse the revolving fund and eventual- 
ly, that fund having served its purpose, will go to N.P.P.A. for the purpose 
of starting new courses until the final objective is reached. In these 
courses, aS in those already in existence, N.P.P.A. members and representa- 
tives from the photographic manufacturers, Supplemented occasionally from 
the university staffs, act as the faculty. Truly a notable program and one 
which clearly indicates that those at the head of the N.P.P.A. realize that 
its future strength lies in building up the "grass roots" membership and not 
in catering to the big-city press phatographer who has at his command every 
modern convenience. This does not mean that the "big-city" man does not at- 
tend, because he does, but the intent is to aid those in smaller communities 


who necessarily have less frequent opportunity to benefit from authorita- 
tive instruction. 





What is now probably the most comprehensive picture library in the world 
available to outside users is owned by Picture Post of London, England. It 
contains more than 5,000,000 photographs, prints, drawings, engravings and 
negatives on every conceivable subject, cross-referenced to the nth degree. 
Started in 1946, it still has a tremendous stock of negatives--some dating 
back to 1850--from which the laboratory staff is busily engaged in making 
prints. It is housed at Colley House, New Street Square, London, E. C. 4. 








A new aerial camera, which our Air Force is already uSing in Korea, can 
take clearly detailed pictures at speeds up to 3,000 miles per hour and was 
developed under the direction of Colonel G. W. Goddard, Hon. M. Photog., of 
Wright Field at Dayton. Ona jet plane, 1,000 feet up, traveling at 500 
miles per hour, photographs taken were so clear as\to show plainly each sep- 
arate tie on a railroad track. At the same speed} but an altitude of 500 
feet, the grain of the wood and the spike heads in the ties were visible. It 
operates automatically, being started and stopped by the pilot's touch of 
a Switch. Shutterless, a continuous exposure is made on a moving strip of 
film which passes over a slit in the bottom of the plane, the film movement 
being synchronized to the plane's speed by photoelectric cells. These auto- 
matically register light and dark images under the plane, the information 
passing to computing machines which synchronize the speed of the film roll- 


ers to that of the plane. Complete with accessories, the\camera weighs about 
150 pounds and costs about $7,500.00.

AS | SEE IT 
By Roi Partridge 


IN ORDER TO UNDERSTAND and get the best out of a photograph, one must know 
what the photographer was aiming to accomplish, and to know what he was aiming 
to do, one must have some understanding of the principles by which he was guided. 
This is a statement of my principles and of my point of view. 

Photography would seem to be the most fortunate of the arts because it appears, 
at first thought, to be understood and appreciated by everyone in every stage of 
perception. Appreciation of art — which, as | see it, is no more nor less than under 
standing of the principles behind picture making — is usually a matter of training, 
or of association with those who are working in the field of art. No one is born with 
such a knowledge; he has to work for it. Yet in respect to photography, individuals 
who have not had such training and who have not had the experience of close 
association with the art-worker class, nevertheless seem able to step without prepar 





ation into a full grown appreciation and 
enjoyment of this art. Or do they? 

They enjoy the likeness of the image 
to people and places and things with which 
they are familiar; and since they like the 
people and the places and the things, there- 
fore, vicariously, they like the print that shows 
them. They may be, and probably are, blind 
to the and requirements underlying 
and essential to picture making; to the deep- 
er aspects of this craft of photography, but 
they can and do enjoy its imitative nature. In 
that sense, in the imitative sense, they do 
enjoy the photographic quality. But the point 
to be made here is that this rule is really the 
poorest reason for liking a picture.

A 5x7 VIEW camera was used for this photograph and 
the three lights shown in the diagram were a 500- 
watt spot at the left rear, a baby spot at the left, 
and a flood to the right of the camera 


IT WOULD HAVE been very interesting had the maker 
of our photograph told us the focal length of the lens 
used because we have before us the material for a 
very worth-while experiment. Of course it is evident 
that the lens was one of very short focus because the 
resulting distortion is most apparent; just compare 
the size of the projection lens with the remainder of 
the apparatus. When the original 8x10 print is held 
about seven inches from the eyes, this apparent dis 
tortion miraculously disappears. Whenever you are in 
doubt as to distortion try this test, focusing your eyes 
on the center of the print. It is to be hoped that this 
will still be evident in the necessarily reduced illustra 
tion, even if not to as great an extent as in the 
original. 

An obvious fault is that the top of the lens is 
slightly out of focus, again due to the distortion, 
destroying the legibility of the markings thereon. This 
is very undesirable and it may be accepted os a 
general rule that when photographing manufactured 
objects all lettering, trademarks and the like should 
be sharp and clear. They are present for a purpose, 
be it utility or advertising, and if the maker did not 
want them to appear he would have omitted them. 

The print is muddy and disagreeable. Either the 
negative was under-exposed or the print was made on 
a paper of too great contrast for the negative; in 
any event much of the detail has been lost, particu 
larly that part surrounding and immediately below the 
slide carrier. Some of this effect may have been due 


to an attempt to secure a pure white ground behind 
the projector. Unless otherwise ordered a slight graying 
of the ground coupled with a softer print would have 
produced a much more pleasing effect. It seems that 
the baby spot was focused only on the maker's name 
which would not have been bad had the rest of the 
print been satisfactorily rendered. 

The arrangement of the cord could stand con 
siderable improvement. It is very confusing because 
it seems to be wrapped around the projector with no 
evidence of being part of it. If the cord had been 
curled in front, or with only the connector showing 
and the cord leading from the machine, a much more 
convincing and pleasing effect would have resulted

‘*RELAXED’’ IS A WORD that might be used to describe Dorothy Wilding’s portraits 
and Dorothy Wilding. This English photographer, who can cajole a_ natural 
expression onto her sitters even when they are burdened with regal crowns weigh- 
ing several pounds, insists that there’s no secret about her system of photography. 
She likes people, and so her manner is as gracious as that of a hostess when 
she photographs them in her studio. Miss Wilding’s pleasure at meeting a sitter 
always produces a pleasant response in return. Because she is so completely at 
ease, her subject soon relaxes. The all-important expression in the portrait reflects 





the comfortable atmosphere in which it was 
created. 

While Miss Wilding photographs society 
people here and abroad as well as theatrical 
personalities, it is her photographs of royalty 
that represent a unique badge of success in a 
highly competitive profession. The first royal 
personage whom she photographed was the 
late Duke of Kent. She knew all the rules of 
behavior toward royalty well in advance, so 
she curtsied when she was presented to the 
prince. The curtsy was so deep that the Duke 
had shaken her hand before she was able to 
straighten up, leaving her with a curtsy half 
instead of well done. That experience taught 
her a lesson. She went home and practised

her curtsy with a tape measure. Now the bow 
is so well grooved that Miss Wilding is 
squarely on her two feet by the time the royal 
sitter has extended his hand. 

There are harder lessons than curtsying 
for a casual person like Dorothy Wilding to 
learn. She must remember never to use the 
word “‘you”’ in addressing royalty. The per- 
son's title, not a pronoun, must be employed. 
That means she must stop to think before she 
speaks. This is especially hard for a person 
as natural and impulsive as Miss Wilding. Her 
unaffected personality, the very quality that 
has endeared her to famous people who 
recognize its rarity, must be rigidly con- 
trolled during a royal sitting. ‘‘At least at the

ful in the light of the heavy schedule carried 
by the current royal family of Great Britain. 
But once the sitting is under way, Dorothy 
Wilding swallows her misgivings and controls 
her nervousness. ‘The royal family is charm- 
ing and helpful,‘’ says she, “and that 
counteracts the rigid formula to which all 
British subjects must adhere in the presence 
of royalty.’’ 

Dorothy Wilding’s appearance is a real 
asset in dispelling nervousness on the part of 
a sitter. It would be next to impossible to 
be afraid of a tiny brunette in a simple 
afternoon dress, whose femininity is as ap- 
parent as her fine English complexion and 
bright smile. Even the decor of her New York 
studio puts the sitter at ease. The studio is 
quartered in a former mansion on Madison 
Avenue. The magnificent staircase and stair- 
well, or an antique wood, paneled elevator, 
brings the sitter to an airy reception room. 
The room is furnished in pastel modern 
furniture with row on row of familiar faces 
in frames, all portraits by Dorothy Wilding. 

There is an alcove leading from the 
studio which features an ultra feminine mir- 
rored vanity and a comfortable divan. Even 
the studio manages somehow to maintain a 
homey effect. One familiar touch is a large 
alarm clock, with an insistent bell, that sits on 
the 8x10 Eastman view camera with 5x7 back 
which Miss Wilding uses for all her work. 
This alarm is set to go off for a few minutes 
before the next sitter is due. There is a strict 
studio rule that whoever turns off the alarm 
must set it for the next appointment. 


Before installing this system, Miss Wild- 
ing found she was often late. Consequently 
she was spending the first few minutes 
apologizing instead of chatting with the 
sitter. The alarm clock deserves applause for 
presenting a composed photographer who 
is ready and waiting to greet her client. 

The camera rests on a conventional portrait 
studio stand, not a commercial type tripod. 
Before a prospective sitter even steps in 
front of the camera, Miss Wilding has 
studied him in detail. The subject seldom 
suspects the close scrutiny because she is 
apparently busy filling out a chart of coloring. 
The chart is the court of final appeal if the 
printer tries to argue with Dorothy Wilding 
about color values. No printer can insist that 
the sitter’s hair is fair and his eyes blue, if 
the chart states that his hair is brown and his 
eyes ditto. ‘‘Perfect rendering of color values 
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Playwright Noel Coward above, and below, 
Bishop Donegan 
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is essential,’ according to Miss Wilding. 

lf the sitter is a woman, Miss Wilding 
suggests that she remove her powder and 
rouge completely, and half her lipstick. This 
is necessary because Miss Wilding uses ortho 


film exclusively. Eye make-up is encouraged 


because it helps to make the eyes larger and 
more luminous. Men need no make-up at all

“Ortho film gives the truest 
rendering of skin tone and quality,’’ is her 


flat explanation for its use. 


lustrous skin. 


The negatives are developed by time 
and temperature according to the manufac- 
turer's directions. A negative from each end 
of the pile is developed first as a test. Once 
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the two test negatives have passed Miss 
Wilding’s critical inspection, the entire sitting 


is developed. 


When the time comes to go before the 
camera, the sitter finds that she is expected 
to sit on a hard chair with neither back nor 
arms. The subject's relaxation is confined to 
her personality — her body must be erect. A 


sagging spine produces a sad portrait. While 
the sitting is in progress, an assistant moves 
in to help, as unobtrusively as a maid assists 
a hostess in serving tea. The assistant loads 
and reloads, and moves the lights about. 


The lighting scheme for Wilding portraits 
is extremely simple and completely flexible 


The main light source is a stand with two 
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1000-watt floods. A spotlight with a value of 
500 watts completes the lighting system. But 
there are no rules about placing the lights. 


“It's perfectly true that you can change a 


person's appearance with lighting alone,” 
said Miss Wilding, ‘but | have no desire to 
change a sitter’s appearance!’ While recog- 
nizing that noses can be shortened or length- 
ened by light, the photographer uses her 
lights for just one purpose — “‘to render the 
sitter’'s face perfectly with the correct shapes 
and contours.’’ To correct faults, she prefers 
careful retouching to untruthful lighting. 


Miss Wilding seldom consults the 
ground-glass to judge the lighting and select 
camera angles. In fact she uses the glass only 
for focusing. Her eyes are the sole critics 
where the subject's face is concerned. While 
the lights are being arranged and rear- 
ranged, she keeps up a conversation. She 
tells the subject what she is doing and why 
she is doing it. “‘! assume that a normally 
intelligent person suspects why he is in a 
portrait studio. The idea of hiding a cable 
release in your hand and snapping when the 
subject is unaware of it, is absurd. After all 
a person comes to a studio to have a portrait 
made and is as concerned in its success as 


a 


the photographer. 


Dorothy Wilding doesn’t use any of the 
terms in a photographic dictionary when she 


is explaining her procedure. She wouldn't if 
she could — and she can’t. By keeping her 
technique as simple as possible, she believes 
that she is better able to concentrate on the 
subject, rather than the subject of photogra- 
phy. Her lens is a 16'' Zeiss Tessar. The 
markings are in German and Miss Wilding 
doesn’t understand them any better than she 
does the time-gamma curve.
